Labor Day Weekend BART Transbay Tube Closure

BART has shut down train service between Oakland and San Francisco over the Labor Day weekend, September 5-7, so workers can

rebuild a section of track near the Transbay Tube. Train service stopped at the end of service Friday, September 4, and will remain closed

until the start of service on Tuesday morning. BART also wants to remind people since today is a holiday, BART will operate on a Sunday

schedule.

* The West Oakland BART Station will be closed during the shutdown. If West Oakland is your home station, there will be a shuttle available
to take you to 19th Street/Oakland station.

WEATHER SYNOPSIS BY REGION:

NORTHERN CALIFORNIA

High pressure aloft will continue to gain strength over Northern California today, producing hot dry conditions across much of Northern
California for Tuesday - Friday. Minimum relative humidity will drop into a parched 6-18% range daily over a large portion of the Northern
California interior, while overnight relative humidity recovery will be generally poor to mediocre. For some thermal belt areas humidity could
stay under 35-40% around the clock through Friday. Upper level winds are getting lighter from day-to-day, but at the lower levels there will
be generally north to east breezes from the higher surface pressures of Oregon and Nevada down into the thermal trough centered near the
California coast. For the northern Sierra foothills and westward across the Sacramento Valley and toward the coast, this is a widespread
and fairly long foehn condition, but wind speeds stay mostly on the light side. At this time, it appears that tomorrow morning may have the
strongest foothill gusts of the week, reaching an 18-25 mph range. It currently looks like there is a chance that some moisture from tropical
storm Linda's eventual remnants will make it north to Northern California this coming weekend. Given it is Day's 6-7 from now, confidence is
still not high as to whether it would produce just clouds and sprinkles, or maybe some late season convection. Will watch this closely
throughout the week, to determine if there is going to be some mixed to drier lightning potential.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA

Temperatures will be above normal this week, with hot conditions starting Tuesday as high pressure over California becomes strong. Triple
digit heat will be common in the valleys and foothills Tuesday through Saturday. Widespread minimum humidity in the single digits and
teens along with poor nighttime humidity will affect Central California through Saturday. Southern California will see higher humidity, above
15% for minimum humidity, as abundant moisture will be just to the south over Baja. There will be isolated showers and thunderstorms
south and east of Los Angeles County, mainly over the mountains and deserts, through Friday evening. A weak area of low pressure will
form off the Northern California Coast which will bring significant cooling to the region starting Sunday. Winds will be light through this
weekend, except there will be strong and erratic winds in and near any thunderstorms.

. The Governor issued Executive Order B-26-14 on 09/19/14, to streamline relief efforts for families with drinking water
shortages due to drought, specifically through the California Disaster Assistance Act, to provide temporary water supplies to
households without water for drinking and/or sanitation purposes.

. The Governor issued Executive Order B-29-15 on 04/01/15 which announced actions that will save water, increase
enforcement to prevent wasteful water use, streamline the state's drought response and invest in new technologies to make
California more drought resilient.

. CDAA 2014 Drought Fact Sheet and Frequently Asked Questions provided to Regions for reference and distribution.

. Cal OES Recovery continues to coordinate the Community Impacts Workgroup conference calls. Currently, the calls take
place on alternating Wednesdays.
